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2. ALTHOUGH MEDIA COVERAGE OF DELEGATION S VISIT IS MORE 
EXTENSIVE THAN IT WAS DURING GLIGOROV'S VISIT LAST MARCH, 

IT HAS BEEN TEMPERATE ON WHOLE. OTHER HIGH-LEVEL VISITS 
CURRENTLY IN PROGRESS (INCLUDING TWO SOVIETS) HAVE CLAIMED 
PRIME PRESS SPACE. CONSIDERING REFERENCES TO "HEGEMBNISM", 

NEED TO SAFEGUAR INDEPENDENCE, ETC., IN REPORTS, RESTRAINED 
NATURE OF COVERARE IS PROBABLY ALSO DUE IN PART TO GOY 
POLICY DECISION NOT TO EXAGGERATE SIGNIFICANCE OF COMIN- 
FORMIST ARRESTS AND DETERMINATION TO CONTINUE NORMAL 
RELATIONS WITH SOVIETS. HOWEVER. IMPLIED CHINESE MORAL 
SUPPORT FOR YUGOSLAVS IN WAKE OF DISCOVERY OF PRO-SOVIET 
SUBVERSIVES AND WARM TONE OF VISIT - EMPHASIZED BY TENG

BESIDES GENERAL INCREASE OF CHINESE INTEREST IN EASTERN 
EUROPE NOTED IN REFTEL, PRC WARMING TOWARDS YUGOSLAVIA HAS 
PROBABLY BEEN FACILITATED BY REPORTED LOOSENING OF TIES BETWEEN 
ALBANIA AND CHINA. YUGOSLAVS DOUBTLESS WELCOMENCHANCE 

TO IMPROVE RELATIONSHIP WITH PEKING NOW THAT PRO-SOVIET 
CONSPIRACY HAS BEEN UNCOVERED. 
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
